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Shops will close and the village 
will be destroyed by parking re¬ 
strictions - that is the view of 
Ewell Village high street traders. 

Double yellow lines designed to 
improve traffic flow and there¬ 
fore air quality, were put in to re¬ 
duce traffic and pollution in the 
village, but businesses have said 
they have noticed a drop in 
lunchtime trade since last 
month. 

The restriction means shoppers 
cannot stop in the High Street 
during peak times, whereas pre¬ 
viously people could park in 
short-term parking bays. 

There are car parks behind the 
Famous Green Man pub and 
Dorset House in Church Street at 
20p for the first hour. 

Clive Lane, manager of the Fa¬ 
mous Green Man pub in Ewell 
High Street, says owners of local 
businesses in the village are wor¬ 
ried that a decrease in available 
parking will see a downturn in 
trade. 

Mr Lane said: “This is an issue 
that affects all the customers and 
all people in the village. 

“Customers used to be able to 
park for an hour in the high 
street, come in and have a bit of 
lunch and then go. And they can’t 
do that any more. 

“We have already noticed a 
downturn during lunchtimes 
during the week. 

“Shops will close because cus¬ 
tomers cannot park any more. 

“It is destroying the village.” 

The controversial measure was 
implemented on September 9 - 
six months after it was first ap¬ 
proved by Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil. 

Councillor Clive Woodbridge 
who represents Ewell ward on 
Epsom and Ewell Borough Coun¬ 
cil, explained that the double yel¬ 
low lines were implemented to

parking bays in the High Street 
“effectively made it a one-lane 
road”, according to Coun Wood- 
bridge, and this too was an issue 
they needed to address. 

He said: “If businesses come to 
us and say, look here are our 
books and our takings have 
dropped by X per cent, maybe we 
will reconsider it. 

“I think it is still too early to 
make any judgement.” 

John Furey, Surrey County 
Council cabinet member for 


highways, transport and flood¬ 
ing, encouraged residents to con¬ 
tact the council if they were 
concerned. 

He said: “It is a scheme that we 
planned together alongside Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council. 

“There was full agreement that 
this was the right thing to do. 

“If there is a massive amount of 
chaos we will look at it again.”

Teacher gets gloves 
on to combat cancer 
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A teacher at a Ewell college is 
training ahead of his first boxing 
match next month as he raises 
money for a charity fighting 
cancer. 

Gavin Maxwell, 30, from Brack¬ 
nell, teaches performing arts to 
students at Nescot college in 
Reigate Road. 

He is raising money for Cancer 
Research UK and is halfway 
through an intensive group 
training programme ahead of 
his bout in Reading on Saturday, 
November 7. 

After eight weeks of training 
with Ultra White Collar Boxing, 
entrants are paired with some¬ 
one of their approximate build 
and weight for a competitive 
match of three rounds. 

The event, which raises money 
through donations, ticket sales, 
and raffles and auctions held on 
the night, sees fights decided 
through round-by-round point 
scoring and by knockout. 

He said: “The training is really

Mr Maxwell, father to five- 
year-old Effy and Billy, four, said 
he wanted to support Cancer Re¬ 
search UK in support of family 
and friends who had been affect¬ 
ed by the disease. 

A fan of boxers Ricky Hatton 


and “Prince” Naseem Hamed, he 
is training three times a week at 
Gods of War Gym in Reading, 
mixing interval training with 
boxing technique and strength 
work. 

His wife Nici, a learning sup¬ 
port assistant, and extended fam¬ 
ily, friends and work colleagues 
will all be cheering him on dur¬ 
ing his fight at the Rivermead 
Leisure Centre next month. 

Mr Maxwell said: “The thing 
I’m most worried about is getting 
knocked out, because I’m going 
to have my family there and I 
don’t want them to see that. 

“In terms of the match, I’m 
going to train as well as I can and 
then do the best job I can manage 
on the night. I don’t mind if I win 
or lose, as long as I raise a lot of 
money. 

“Cancer affects so many people 
in so many ways, whether they 
are diagnosed themselves or 
they’re caring for someone who 
has been, so I just wanted to help 
Cancer Research UK as much as 
I can.”

A spokesman from the fire 
station’s white watch crew said: 
“Two ladies came with the young 
boy - I assume one of them was 
the mother. He had obviously 
decided to jam his head through 


and could not get it off. 

“Considering that it was made 
of hard plastic, we were worried 
it might shatter as we clipped it, 
so we put a lot of protection up 
through the seat before we used 
tin snips to cut it off. 

“He was good as gold. He was 
entertained by it all to be honest. 

“I think he was too young to 
really know what he did.”

Remorseful killer’s jail 
term reduced by a year 


A van driver who fell asleep 
at the wheel and killed a 
mother has had his “exces¬ 
sive” four-year jail term cut 
to three years. 

Shanmugarasa Vinayaga- 
sivampillai, of Meadway, 
Surbiton, hit Louisa Gam¬ 
mie, 35, from Worcester Park 
while she was out jogging in 
Old Malden Lane on the 
morning of November 8 last 
year. 

Mrs Gammie, the mother 
of a 20-month-old child, died 
in hospital a day later from a 


serious head injury. 

Vinayagasivampillai plead¬ 
ed guilty to causing death by 
dangerous driving in April 
and was sentenced on May 22 
in Guildford Crown Court. 

On Friday, October 9, at a 
Court of Appeal hearing, 
however, three senior judges 
agreed the sentence was too 
long and reduced it to three 
years. 

Vinayagasivampillai had 
worked seven consecutive 
12-hour supermarket night 
shifts before the crash, as

well as day shifts elsewhere, 
Get Surrey reported. 

Mrs Justice Patterson said 
the original sentence did not 
reflect Vinayagasivampillai’s 
mitigation and deep remorse 
for what had happened.

mains optimistic that the chapel can be 
of use to the people of Epsom. 

She said: “We are opposed to any sell- 
off and are fighting to bring it back into 
use for the benefit of the community. 

“We think the Residents’ Association 
should be much more pro-active about 
marketing the chapel and in looking for 
uses that will benefit the residents of the 
borough. 

“A decision to sell it has not been 
made yet. 

“We don’t want that as a foregone 
conclusion. We will fight for it with the 
residents.” 

Epsom and Ewell Labour Party is hold¬ 
ing a meeting on Sunday, October 18, to 
launch a campaign to save the chapel 
and find possible alternative uses.

A petition to save Epsom 
Hospital’s nationally-ac¬ 
claimed stroke unit has 
reached more than 4,500 sig¬ 
natures amid an ongoing re¬ 
view on its potential closure. 

Across Surrey, stroke ser¬ 
vices are currently being re¬ 
viewed and one proposal is 
to transfer services from 
Epsom to East Surrey Hospi¬ 
tal in Redhill. 

The petition - which can be 
found at change.org - was 
launched three weeks ago 
and looks set to smash its 
target of 5,000 by the start of 
December. 

Epsom and Ewell borough 
councillor Jane Race, who 
leads the campaign, said the 
support for the ward shows 
people think closing the unit 
would be a “very dangerous 
move”. 

Coun Race said: “Everyone 
tells you that when some¬ 
one’s had a stroke the most 
important thing is how 
quickly they’re able to be 
treated. 

“It goes without saying we 
don’t want people travelling 
further in an ambulance 
than they need to. 

“It’s in no one’s interest to 
close the ward and there will 
be serious consequences.” 

Coun Race also said one of 
things people are most wor¬ 
ried about is having to travel 
up to 45 minutes extra to 
visit friends or relatives in 
hospital. 

The Conservative council¬ 
lor also said at least one 
member of the Stroke 
Change Board - established 
to assist in the county-wide

review of stroke services - 
has “questioned the patient 
safety” of the proposed 
move. 

The Clinical Commissioning 
Group and the Stroke Board 
said the review is ongoing and 
a decision has yet to be made. 

Last month Dr Claire 
Fuller, the Stroke Board’s 
clinical lead, said: “While 
there are a number of op¬ 
tions to consider, right now, 
all we’re doing is holding 
public meetings across the 
borough to find out how we 
can improve stroke treat¬ 
ment in Surrey.” 

A public meeting on local 
healthcare will be held on 
Tuesday, November 24 in the 
lecture theatre in Epsom 
Hospital, with Dr Fuller and 
Epsom and St Helier Hospi¬ 
tal chief executive Daniel 
Elkeles addressing Epsom 
and Ewell residents.

A chapel that provided religious and pas¬ 
toral care for hospital patients for more 
than a century, is in danger of being sold. 

Epsom’s Residents’ Association (RA) 
council announced on Facebook it is 
planning to sell off the Grade Il-listed 
Horton Chapel if an alternative use is not 
found for it. 

The RA was in talks with Central Sur¬ 
rey Health about the possible sale of the 
site near Horton Country Park, but the 
community health provider pulled out. 

It has been empty for 12 years. 

Residents’ Association Councillor Neil 
Dallen was disappointed that CSH Sur¬ 
rey had pulled out, but insisted the 
chapel would only be sold off to the 
“right buyer”. 

He said: “We want to get rid of the 
chapel because it is not earning money or 
doing any good at the moment, but we 
are not going to sell to just anyone. 

“It would have to be for community 
use and for health. If someone came 
along with the right offer we would be 
interested. 

“We had a proposal along those lines 
that we thought was going to go ahead, 
but the key partner pulled out. 

“If someone came along and said we 
want to put an office or houses there, the 
answer would be no, because of the 
covenants.” 

Horton Chapel, in Haven Way, was built 
in 1901 to serve patients of five nearby 
psychiatric hospitals. 

It was later taken over to serve wound¬ 
ed soldiers during the First and Second 
World Wars, before closing in 2003. 

Ownership of the chapel was trans¬ 
ferred to Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council in 2004 on the condition it was 
used as a community space. The council 
received payments of £385,000, £140,000 
and £500,000 on condition that the chapel

would be used for recreational purposes, 
family medical or health services. 

With no appropriate offer being made, 
the payments of more than £lm are cur¬ 
rently being held in a trust fund, and the 
site remains unused. 

Epsom and Ewell Labour Party is hold¬ 
ing a meeting on Sunday, October 18, to 
discuss possible uses for the chapel.

Still no to 60 homes plan

A Ewell non-profit property 
developer is renewing its bid 
to build retirement and com¬ 
munity sports facilities, but 
residents remain “strongly 
opposed” to the proposal. 

Nonsuch Abbeyfield has 
submitted revised plans to 
Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council for a 60-unit retire¬ 
ment facility and freshly-laid 
sports pitches on Salesian 
College sports ground in Old 
Schools Lane, Ewell Village. 

The organisation’s original 
plans for the 25-acre fields 
were rejected in April. 

It claimed the facilities 
would help some of the 3,700 
over-65s living on their own 
in the borough by providing 
on-site support and care. 

The developers argued a 
new all-weather pitch, grass 
sports pitch, cricket pitch, 
multiple possible locations 
for mini football and a new 
sports pavilion could be used 
by local schools and sports 
clubs throughout the year. 

But a fresh petition against 
building development in Old 
Schools Lane has been signed 
by more than 500 people 
claiming the move would 
have a “significant enviro¬ 
nmental impact” including 
“increased traffic in a vul¬ 
nerable area”. 


Friends of OSL Playing 
Fields, a group of residents 
and representatives from 
sports teams, including 
Worcester Park Cricket Club 
and Old Salesians FC, oppose 
the proposal. 

Andrew Tibbie, chairman 
of Friends of OSL Playing 
Fields, and former principal 
of Ewell Castle School, be¬ 
lieves the revisions Nonsuch 
Abbeyfield has made are 
insufficient. 

He said: “We are still 
strongly opposed to a massive 
build in an inappropriate 
area. The existing pitches are 
already of a high standard 
and a new 
.pavilion is 


not needed. 

“I respect their opinion, 
but it is our village and our 
site, and I am totally op¬ 
posed to it.” 

A deadline for a decision 
on Nonsuch Abbeyfield’s ap¬ 
plication has been set for 
December 5. 

Graham Walker, chairman 
of Nonsuch Abbeyfield, said: 
“Many older people are in¬ 
creasingly looking to move 
from family homes to proper¬ 
ties that suits their needs. 

“Our proposals will give 
older people from Ewell the 
opportunity to live indepen¬ 
dently for longer within the 
community as their care 
needs change. 



“Our proposals for the 
sports fields will provide 
modern facilities for use in 
perpetuity by Ewell’s schools 
and sports clubs. 

“We have changed our de¬ 
signs significantly from our 
previous application and be¬ 
lieve we have addressed the 
concerns raised previously 
by residents and councillors. 
We hope that residents will 
be able to support this.”

But this year Banstead Busi¬ 
ness Guild will be raising money 
to fund the lights. 

Chairman of the Guild and 
Reigate and Banstead Borough 
Council cabinet member for 
economy and jobs, Councillor 
Eddie Humphreys, said: “It 
should not be down to one indi¬ 
vidual to fund it out of his pocket. 

“The guild was not set up 
specifically to do that, but to cre¬ 
ate a networking community and 
bringing other businesses in and 
work locally as a forum for good 
ideas for the high street. 

“Anything we raise should be 
for the benefit of the High Street, 
and this definitely would be for 
the people of Banstead village.” 

The group does not have a logo 
or website yet and has only had 
two meetings, but Coun 
Humphreys believes it will help 
foster solidarity among Banstead 


businesses and attract customers 
to the village. 

He added: “It is really very early 
stages at the moment. So far we 
have got in the region of 20 busi¬ 
nesses and I see that growing. 

”We are not looking at it as a 
short-term process. I am really 
sure that in three months we will 
have seen some progress.” 

Jon Tabard, owner of JT Snug- 
gs Jewellers and holder of the 
Let There Be Light account, set 
up a Justgiving page as part of 
the guild’s efforts to raise the 
£3,000 needed to light up 
Banstead this Christmas. 

He said: “The lights make such 
a difference, bringing a warm 
glow to the High Street in the 
dark wintery nights - and adding 
that touch of Christmas magic.”

The councillor behind a 
newly-founded co-operative of 
businesses believes funding 
Banstead’s Christmas lights is 
just the start of the mission to 
bring greater prosperity to the 
village.

After Epsom was named the most 
courteous town in the UK, the 
Epsom Guardian hit the streets 
to gauge the reaction. 

The National Campaign for 
Courtesy selected the historic 
market town last month, citing 
its “clean streets, polite people 
and well-mannered children”. 

But one Faraday barman said 
he “couldn’t believe it” when he 
heard the news. 

Josh Armatage, 25, said: 
“When I read it I was stunned. I 
have no idea who came up with 
it, but they obviously don’t 
know Epsom. 

“Obviously working in a bar I 
see a certain side of it, but I’ve 
had all sorts on a Friday night. 
I’ve had people say they’ll smash 
my head in, and people calling 
me some disgusting things.” 

Lifelong Cox Lane resident 
David Jones echoed this, saying 
he’d been “started on more 
times than I could count”. 

The 32-year-old said: “There 
are some very aggressive people 
around here, lots of people look¬ 
ing for a fight on a Friday night. 

“I don’t really go out in Epsom

and that’s partially why. 

“Having said that, there are a 
lot of friendly people around 
during the day. I’ve just had a 
lovely chat with a complete 
stranger on the High Street.” 

Another popular opinion was 
that Epsom “isn’t as posh as 
you’d think”. 

Lynette Wraight said: “Don’t 
get me wrong, the people are 
friendly, but there’s this image 
of Epsom being plush and it’s re¬ 
ally not. It’s just like any town. 

“It varies a lot too. There are 
some very big, expensive hous¬ 
es, but like anywhere there’s a 
mix. We have council estates 


and a large traveller communi¬ 
ty, too.” 

Mr Armatage said: “Up to¬ 
wards the Downs there are 
multi-million pound houses. But 
15 minutes back the other way 
there are council estates.” 

Another complaint levelled at 
the High Street was large num¬ 
ber of charity shops, and the 
dearth of “fancy“ outlets. 

The town has Children’s 
Trust, Oxfam, British Heart 
Foundation, Scope and Cancer 
Research shops all within a 100- 
metre stretch. But Scope sales 
worker Julie Bolton said this 
was a sign of “what a nice place 
this is to live and work”. 

She said: “If people weren’t so 
generous, charity shops like 
ours couldn’t exist. I go out onto 
the street sometimes and smile 
and people always smile back at 
me, it’s lovely.” 

Ahmed Youness, who has 
worked in Epsom for two years, 
remarked how welcoming the 
public had been. 

The Cafe Carraro worker, 34, 
said: “It’s only a small town, but 
I’ve never had any problem with 
anyone in the two years I’ve 
been here. It’s nice, it’s quiet and 
the people are gentle.”

Epsom tenants feel the squeeze as rents continue to rise 


As my regular readers know, my passion is 
talking about Epsom property. As a specialist 
property manager I like to comment on the 
Epsom property market, which I hope will 
be of interest to both homeowners and buy 
to let landlords alike. However, this week, 
I want to highlight the plight of the tenants 
of Epsom as more and more of their wages 
are being taken up by ever increasing rents 

The cost of renting a home in Epsom has broken 
through the £1400 a month barrier as the average 
rent for a property in the town, now stands at 
£1469 per month, and whilst this was a drop of 
0.6% last month, rents for new lets are 7% higher 
than they were 12 months ago. 

House price inflation has certainly eased in Epsom 
from the heady days of 2014, but still with retail 
price inflation (for goods and services) reducing to 
0% any increase in property values, no matter how 
small, means in real terms property is still getting 
more expensive. Meanwhile, many tenants have 
given up saving for a mortgage deposit as rents 
continue to take more and more of their wage 
packets leaving nothing to save for a deposit. That 
means, more and more tenants are deciding to 
rent for the long term and therefore the desire for 


decent high quality rental properties continues to 
exceed the available rental stock. 

I would go as far as to suggest that rents are an 
ideal barometer to the state of the local economy 
as a whole and strongly believe that the recent 
increase in Epsom rents are a sign that the Epsom 
economy is picking up. 

This means Epsom landlords are continuing to 
capitalise on the Epsom property market. The 
most recent Land Registry data suggests the 
annual property price rises in the town have eased 
over 2015, leaving property values 9% higher than 
12 months ago, so as property price growth is 
easing off, with the increased rents, rental yields 
are strengthening for the first time in years to 
compensate. The mortgage market has become 
more stable after the mad months of May and 
June after the Tory’s got back into No.10, and so, 
everything is set to be good news for landlords; 
even with the Chancellors change of tax rules in 
the coming years for buy to let mortgages. 

You can get some amazingly low mortgage rate 
deals at the moment, so with mortgage rates 
so low and returns still extraordinarily attractive, 
there’s rarely been a better time to invest in rental 
properties. 


However, (you knew there would be a however!), 
it’s all about buying the right property at the right 
price. Not all property types are seeing equal rises 
in rents and capital growth. Different parts of the 
town, different types of properties are experiencing 
quite different changes. For example, the average 
length of time the 46 Epsom properties up for 
rent between £500 to £1000 per month is 75 
days, whilst the average length of time the 114 
properties at £1000 to £2000 per month is 66 
days and 52 properties that fall into the £2000 to 
£5000 per month price bracket is 88 days. 

When you start comparing different parts of 
Epsom, the numbers are even stranger! The 
bottom line is that you must take advice and 
opinion.

musical comes to the stage courtesy 


"P| Pan (3D) (PG), out 
1 Friday. Director Joe

I t is astonishing that less than 
100 years ago women were un¬ 
able to vote, could be married off 
at 12 and were considered the 
property of their husbands. 

Rights were hard-won thanks to 
the suffragettes, so it is similarly 
surprising to think it has taken this 
long for the story to come to the 
big screen. 

Suffragette got its red carpet 
premiere last week, opening BFI 
London Film Festival, before going 
on general release this week. 

Three-time Oscar winner Meryl 
Streep says: "For me, it is recent 
history. My grandmother was alive 
then and had a couple of children 
and would not have been capable 
of voting, so I'm passionate about 
it." 


She adds: "It feels recent and I 
think the great achievement of this 
film is it is not about women of a 
certain class." 

While Streep's name looms large, 
she appears only briefly in the 
movie, as talismanic suffragette 
leader Emmeline Pankhurst. 

Instead, it focuses on ordinary 
working-class London girl Maud 
(Carey Mulligan), who falls into the 
movement. Chiswick-born Anne- 
Marie Duff plays her best friend. 

Director Sarah Gavron did consid¬ 
er making a straightforward biopic 
of Pankhurst. 

She says: "If we told that story, it 
would be the story of an exception¬ 
al woman. What we were interested 
in was the story of an ordinary 
woman, a woman with no platform, 


no title. Working-class women were 
so often the vanguard of change 
who rarely get talked about. 

"We thought to follow that 
woman would make it connect with 
women all over the world today." 

Academy Award-nominated Mul¬ 
ligan concurred that Suffragette is 
more than just a film about history. 

She says: "What I love about this 
film is it didn't feel like a documen¬ 
tary about a time, it felt like a film 
about today. 

"It is a film to mark the 
achievements of what these 
women did and what they gave us 
but also to highlight where we are 
in the world. We still live in a soci¬ 
ety that is sexist and that goes 
throughout history." 

Even making a film about 


women's rights, created 
predominantly by women, was 
tricky. Gavron worked on 
Suffragette for about a decade, 
while writer Abi Morgan was on 
board for around six years. Even 
Mulligan signed on a year before 
filming began. 

Morgan, who penned The Iron 
Lady and Shame, says: "Film does 
take time, however I think film that 
is fronted by not one but an en¬ 
semble of women - and they're not 
being funny - is hard. I think that 
became a huge obstacle." 

Beyond that, it is only recently 
that education has included the 
suffrage movement. Neither 
Gavron nor Mulligan, 30, were 
taught much about it at school. 

Mulligan, who is married to 


Wimbledon musician Marcus Mum- 
ford, says: "I knew relatively little. I 
remember there was a small para¬ 
graph in a history book saying 'they 
got there', basically. I had lots of 
images of women politely 
marching the streets holding ban¬ 
ners. Reading the script, I remem¬ 
ber Googling as I went, thinking 'is 
this real?' 

The suffragettes endured regular 
imprisonment, police surveillance 
and brutality, hunger strikes and 
took part in direct action such as 
window smashing and blowing up 
postboxes. 

One of the more extreme mea¬ 
sures in the film is the blowing up 
of then-chancellor David Lloyd- 
George's empty summerhouse in 
Walton-on-the-Hill, while the 


climax comes at the Epsom Derby 
where Emily Wilding Davison sacri¬ 
ficed herself for the cause. 

Mulligan, for one, is grateful it's 
not a fight she had to take on. 

She says: "I have been so lucky to 
grow up in a generation - and in a 
family - where I haven't had to 
fight. I have had a very lovely up¬ 
bringing and I'm incredibly privi¬ 
leged in that respect so I have 
never had to fight. 

"I suppose we fight for more 
equality but we also fight for peo¬ 
ple who aren't in our position. I 
don't know if I would throw rocks 
for myself but I would like to think I 
would throw a rock for somebody 
else."

What's new? Mini has gone back 
to the drawing board with the 
Clubman, finally shaking off the 
confusing single rear door that was 
on the wrong side for British roads. 
The new one is longer, wider and 
more practical, with a view to 
targeting the likes of the Audi Al. 

Under the bonnet you'll find the 
latest turbocharged BMW Group 
engines, based on 500cc cylinders. 
You get 1.5-litre three-cylinder 
options and 2.0-litre four-pots in 
both petrol and diesel, and all are as 
effective as a spring-loaded boxing 
glove alarm clock on your pillow. 
Looks and image: The front end is 
great; all curvaceous bonnet and 
cute round headlights. Move 
around to the sides and you'll find 
the two completely normal doors on 
each stretched-looking flank. The 
back desn't share the same triumph 
of simplicity. It's more of a mess, 
with light clusters and badging that 
just don't work aesthetically, at least 
to these eyes. Splitting the 'Clubman' 
lettering across the two doors leaves 
four letters on the left and three on 
the right. The OCD in me just isn't 
OK with that. 

Space and practicality: Mini is 
quite proud of this car's 360-litre 
boot, and it's a fact that the 
Clubman makes the three-door 
Mini hatchback's boot seem like a 


small handbag. There's also a neat 
and little-known trick where the 
seats can be angled forwards, 
making them vertical, before re¬ 
securing them on brackets. 

That raises the potential to carry 
larger objects or increase that 360 
litres to a level that at least equals 
the best in class. You can still use 
the Isofix child seat mounts 
when the rear seats are cantered 
forwards, too. 


Elsewhere there's room for 1.5 and 
1.0-litre bottles (at the same time) in 
the front door pockets. The glove 
box is larger than you'd expect, and 
there's an adjustable boot floor. 
Behind the wheel: Typically, the 
Clubman needs a bit of money 
spending on options to make it feel 
special. Navigation is standard, 
though, and you get the very 
impressive screen and iDrive 
interface, too. But the stereo, 


upholstery and wheels all benefit 
from upgrades if you can afford it. 

The steering is very quick, and 
seems to get faster after leaving the 
straight-ahead. It's easy to put too 
much lock on until you're used to it. 

This Cooper S model is plenty 
quick enough in a straight line 
thanks to its smooth and incredibly 
flexible 2.0-litre engine, but it 
could use a more exciting noise to 
keep it company.

Most body types will find the seats 
supportive and comfortable. That 
helps concentration, which is handy 
because outward visibility isn't the 
best, especially when the head-up 
display is active. 

Lots of headroom means you'd 
better raise that seat up for an 
improved view. 

Value for money: At the basic 
on-the-road price the Cooper S is 
something of a bargain compared 


to, say, a Volkswagen Golf GTI, but 
add the options you really want 
(or need, for residual value's sake) 
and the playing field is quickly 
levelled. 

Be careful with the throttle and 
you could see over 60mpg on a 
50mph cruise. That plunges with 
the enthusiastic stomping the 
engine tempts out of your right 
foot, but the potential is there if 
you really want to save fuel.

we ended up losing in the 
quarter finals to the guys 
that won it. 

“So it is a great tournament 
for us because to show that 
you are a top player in the 
world, the biggest tourna¬ 
ment possible it shows when 
we are playing well we can 
play with the best. 

“It is just finding a way to 
keep that up because it is 
quite hard to stay at that 
level, we are kind of a pair 
that is maybe going up and 
down a bit just because we 


are still getting used to each 
other. 

“We have only been playing 
together 10 or 11 months, so 
there is still a lot more we can 
learn from another on how to 
play as a partnership and 
so on.” 

But the action does not stop 
with the World Champi¬ 
onship with the new Nation¬ 
al Badminton League (NBL) 
season fast approaching, 
and plenty of European tour¬ 
naments on the horizon it is 
set to be a busy few months 
for Langridge and Ellis. 


“We have got three tourna¬ 
ments in Europe which are 
really important for our 
Olympic qualifying cam¬ 
paign and then when we fin¬ 
ish them we are straight onto 
the first match of the sea¬ 
son,” said Langridge, who is 
captain of Surrey Smashers. 

“I am really looking for¬ 
ward to the start of the new 
NBL season, I am hoping it is 
going to be a great season for 
Surrey Smashers.”
